EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Democratic politicians have been 


felicitating themselves upon certain dif- 
ficulties of the Republicans in Pennsyl- 
vuia and elsewhere to each an extent 
that they appeared almost to forget 
their own troubles in New York and the 
dangers with which they were beset 
through widespread diicontent in vari- 
ous Southern States. 
Bat there seems 


to be somewhat of a reaction among 
them, and they are just now not half so 
tickled as they thought they were. The 
old biokenngs and the general condi- 
tion of dismay caused by the utter l&ck 
of conc'ordant policy and the want of 
brains or leadership, return to plague 
item now as in the past. 
The Oregon 


election rather opened their eyes. Ever 
sine* the veto of the first Chinese bill 
by the President the Democrats had 
chuckled over thair smartness and good 
luck in capturing the Pacific slope, as 
they supposed, but since the first gun 
from this quarter has been heard from 
their high spirits and great expectations 
have "sloped." This is merely a fresh 
illustration of their bad management 
and miscalculation. 


Partially ConmterfW*. 


The commission oi experts appointed 


to examine the Deyle $1,000 bond plate, 
and determine whether it was counter- 
feit or genuine, reported to Secretary 
Folger of the Treasury. The Secretary 
spent some time in examining the report 
of the commission. The report, or re- 
ports, for there were several ef them, 
with the conclusions of the Secretary, 
will soon be given to the public. Able 
experts, who were not interested in the 
result, expressed the opinion that the 
plate is genuine, while the Government 
experts, who have an interest in the 
matter, say the plate is counterfeit. 
The Secretary, it is said, will pro- 
nounce the plate, as a whole, counter- 
feit, but will admit that the vignettes 
and electrotypes are from the original 
transfer work. This opinion is contrary 
to statemenets made by Superintendent 
Cazlar and other officers of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, who claimed 
the entire plate was counterfeit. It is 
pleasant for taxpayers to contemplate 
the situation and learn that the plates 
on which thousand-dollar Government 
bonds are printed are abstracted from 
the Treasury, and that bonds printed on 
such plates are in circulation and can 
not be detected from those printed b; 
the Bureau of Engraving.

Gambling ii booming in New York. 
n the belt across bounded by Park 
lace on the north and Liberty streets 
n the south, there are now no less than 
eventeen games in (nil blast every week

There are only two or three of 
hese that ran on a bank as small as 
15,000. Their general capital is $10,-

with double that amount constantly in 
the drawer to tempt all comers; bul 
here is not one now in the city that 
finds it necessary to have a bank of 
$5,000, as one big up-town Morriaoy 
combination game did during the war. 
fhat game has now reduced its capita 
n hand to $35,000. In Broadway and 
Twenty-sixth street are two, at least, o: 
he heaviest games in New York at this 
ime. The proprietors of one of these 
,lso run a big day game in Fulten 
street, and during the Summer season 
carry on the establishment formerly run
